— The following draft of certain 
amendments to Schedule *C to the Chartered Accountants 
Regulations, 1964, which it is proposed to make in exer- 
cise of the powers conferred by Subjections (1) and (3) 
of Section 30 of the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 
(Act XXXVIII of 1949), is published for information 
of all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is 
hereby given that the draft will be taken up for conside- 
ration on or after 28th February, 1970, 

Any objection or suggestion which may be deceived 
from any person with respect to the said draft before 
the date specified will be considered by the Council of 
the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India, New 
Delhi, 

In Schedule ‘C 5 to the said Regulations — 

1. In the existing paragraph 13(1), add the words — 

‘ The Committee shall have the power to extend the 
period for submission of the thesis, in appropriate 
cases. 1 ' 
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2. In paragraph 16, the existing provision may be 
numbered as sub-paragraph ( l ) and the following be 
added as sub-paragrapn (2) : 

“(2) If a candidate fails to comply with any of the 
requirements mentioned hereinbefore, his registra- 
tion for practical training shall be liable for cancel- 
lation. 

Provided that the Committee concerned may 
renew the registration at its discretion, on receipt 
of an application from the candidate together with 
a fee of one hundred rupees which shall not be 
refunded except where the application is not accept- 
ed, and on such renewal the period already served 
by the candidate shall be counted towards practical 
training referred to in paragraph 12(1) of this 
Schedule.”
